First Woman Grad 
Of Penn U. Is Dead 


Death yesterday 
claimed 
Mrs. 
Gertrude K. Easby at the age of 
94 at her home, 201 West Maple 
avenue, Langhorne. 
Mrs. Easby, 
widow of Francis H. Easby, was 
one of the first two co-eds of the 
University of Pennsylvania, Phila., 
and was the oldest alumna of the 
University. 
During her youth Mrs. E^pby 
studied chemistry at the Women’* 
Medical 
College, 
Philadelphia. 
Custom and practice forbade ad­ 
mission of women to colleges in 
that day, and it was considered a 
victory wrhen she 
and 
another 
young 
woman, 
Anna 
Flanigen 
were admitted to the Towne Insti­ 
tute, later merged with the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania. They were the 
only women In the class of 1878. 
After completing her course, the 
youthful graduate was employed by 
her father in his dental office for 
a year. As a result of some of her 
research work, she and her father 
found financial returns that equal­ 
ed her college expenses. In 1884 
she was m arried to Francis Easby. 
Throughout her life, Mrs. Easby 
was active in community affairs. 
At 86 she was granted a certificate 
of award by the Philadelphia Coun­ 
cil of Defense for distinguished 
civilan service In World War II. 
She was a member of Langhorne

today.

In justifying the unprecedented 
offer Sturgis said that “evidence 
indicates that the use of depths 
greater than 35 feet now or in the 
foreseeable future will be confined 
to a single company.”
